Ancient  Science. 

Jud^e  Daly,  in  Ms  recent  an¬ 
nual  address  before  the  Americau 
Geographical  Society,  said,  “Fresh 
discovc  ries  of  the  cuneiform  inscrip¬ 
tions  at  Nineveh  have  revealed  the 
fact  that  the  aucient  Assyrians 
were  acquainted  with  the  existence 
of  spots  on  the  sun,  which  they 
could  only  have  known  by  the  aid 
of  telescopes.  These  it  ig  suppos¬ 
ed  they  possessed.  Mr."  Layard 
found  a  crystalline  lens  iu  the  ruins 
of  Nineveh.  The  Assyrian  Cyclo¬ 
pedia,  imprinted  on  bricky,  was  an 
exhaustive  work.  The  inscriptions 
on  these  bricks,  on  bei^g  decipher¬ 
ed,  disclbsed  that  houses  and  lands 
were  sold,  leased  and  mortgaged, 
that  monev  was  loaned  at  interest, 
and  that  the  market  gardeners,  to 
use  ah  American  phrase,  ‘worked 
ob  shares  that  the  farmer,  w  hen 
ploughing  with  his  oxen,  beguiled 
hie  labor  with  short  and  homely 
songs,  two  of  which  hfvfl  been 
found ;  and  to  connect  this  very 
remote  civilization  of  2000  B.  a 
with  the  usages  of  to-day,  the  chief 
justice,  in  conclusion,  referred  to 
one  of  the  bricks  of  this  library,  in 
the  form  of  a  notice,  which  was  to 
the  effect  that  visitors  were  re¬ 
quested  to  give  to  the  librarian  the 
number  of  the  book  they  frisked  to
